Convincing proof is found in the over­ 
flowing garbage can. Lack of robustness 
am ong a certain class and the amount 
of debility afflicting a majority of peo 
pic prove to investigators a want of 
proper nutriment to build up the over 
wrought body,which 
m ust endure some 
how the strain and stress of American 
life and cliniul« 1. 
The unintelligent methods of ]mk)i* 
servants, unsk illed in bundling food, is 
one cause of the elf cet. 
It is considered 
their prerogative to waste what does not 
suit their fancy, “ leavings” which may 
he the best portions from the mistresses’ 
table are not palatable to their taste, and 
so g* h m I material is speedily hidden from 
sight, more is called for, and a haphazard 
supply to k eep Bridget g« nh1 natured 
furnishes her with an abundance to 
overflow ash cans, clog 
pipes, chok e 
traps, fill cesspools, draw vermin and 
offer culture as a medium for the nbiqui 
tons microbe.

ON THE LAVA BE DS. 


In about the year 1842 there was 
born in one of the most desolate regions! 
of the Union— the lava beds that ex­ 
tend 
from northern California into 
ponthern Oregon— an Indian girl. 
Her 
father was Se Cot, an intractable Modoc 
subchief, who lost his life in an attack- 
on a party of whites emigrating to the 
Pacific coast 
in 1850. 
Along about 
1857, when adventurous white men, 
seeking gold, began to penetrate the 
Modoc lava bed region by the several 
hundreds every year, there come that 
way a certain young Kentuckian, who 
had been am* army sergeant stationed at 
the Presidio, in San Francisco. He was 
Frank Riddle. H** had refreshments at 
the miserable home of the squaw widow, 
Se Cot, and soon took a fancy to her 
daughter, Wi-ne-ma, then 15 years old, 
and famous in that region as the best 
looking and most agreeable Indian girl 
in California. Riddle got money in gold 
m ining in southern Oregon and soon 
married the handsome Modoc girl. Tin 
couple took up their abode near the 
gold diggings, and the young w ife be­ 
gan to learn her husband’s language. 
While she visited her savage brothers 
and sisters occasionally and bore them 
gifts she became weaned t* the lift' and 
thought of w hite people. But she never 
dared, on pain of assassination or poison­ 
ing, to reveal her change of faith or to 
show that she really loved a w hite man. 
In 18(50, when gold was discovered in 
large quantities in the Klamath region 
and thousands of venturesome Ameri­ 
cans rushed through northern California 
and across the lava beds, the anger of 
the Modocs was roused to fullest pitch 
by the lawlessness of the invading 
whites. In J une, 18(50, the Modocs lured 
14 gold miners into a narrow canyon, 
and there, after unspeakable cruelties, 
extending over two days, let the white 
men die. 
The news of the murders by 
the Modocs got abroad a mouth latei 
and set on fire the whole w hite popula­ 
tion of northern California and southern 
Oregon. 
In August: a land of 75 whites left 
Yreka, Cal., to punish the Modoc sav 
ages for the act. The avengers were led 
by Benjamin Wright, an old mountain 
ecr, who had hunted and fought Indians 
w ith Kit Carson, J im Beckwith, J ohn 
Feott and J im Bridger. 
After a long 
chase through the rough country, which 
was not productive of good results, the 
chiefs were invited to meet the whites 
and make a treaty. This they agreed tc 
do, and the warring parties went into 
camp near each other on Lost river, the 
Indians outnumbering the w hite men by 
three to one. 
Early on the morning of 
the conference a young Modoc squaw, 
breathless, her clothing torn and her 
feet bleeding, came into the Wright 
camp and asked to see the leader. 
She 
had run and walked some nine miles 
across the rugged mountain trail. 
Her 
errand was to warn the invaders against 
treachery. The night before she learned 
at the council fire that her people in­ 
tended to surround the white men dur­ 
ing the conference and put them to 
death. Wright and his men met cunning 
w ith cunning. They went into ambush 
near the place of conference, and when 
the unsuspecting Modocs fell into the 
trap but tw o escaped from the slaughter 
that ensued. This affair is known in the 
history of northern California as the 
Ben Wright massacre. 
The squaw who 
conveyed the tim ely warning to her 
w hite friends was Wi-ne-ma, the wife 
of Frank Riddle. 
This fact was never 
found out by her people, else her life 
would have been forfeited. 
Eleven and a half years passed. 
The 
Modocs had been confined by the gov­ 
ernment to a defined reservation, and 
treaties were made with them, which 
were repeatedly broken. 
The tribe was 
the prey of post trad« rs, contractors and 
of almost every w hite man who came 
in contact w ith it. The only one of the 
hated whites in whom the Indians had 
confidence was the late J udg« * Elijah 
Steele. To this man they went for coun­ 
sel and advice, hut in the lapse of time 
they even contemplated taking his lif« ‘, 
as in the Indian mode of reasoning the 
death of a single w hite man erases the 
wrongs perpetrated by many 
Sullen at first under their injuries, the 
Modocs were awakened to fury and de­ 
clared vengeance on their oppressors. 
The memory of any detail of the Wright 
affair was never allowed to fade. 
At 
every council Captain J ack or Scar 
Faced Charley called upon the vengeful 
Modocs to remember flu- August day 
w hen the palefaces had kill« d th« ir fa­ 
thers and brothers. At last, in J anuary, 
18 78, the whites in northern California 
knew that another Indian war was at 
hand. 
Shortly after hostilities began the 
government appointed a peace commis­ 
sioner to conf« r w ith the rebellious red­ 
skins and endeavor to make peace. 
In 
the meantime Riddle and other squaw 
men on the reservation used their infia- 
ence toward a settlement of the diffi­ 
culty, but to no efft ct. 
The turbulent 
warriors led by Captain J ack w* re bent 
on a slaughter. 
When the peace com­ 
missioner arrived on the ground, th< 
Indians refused to treat with him. They 
did, however, finally agree to surrender 
tp J udge Steele and two other men of 
that region and arranged to give up 


their arms the following day. 
When 
Steele tnd his companions went to the 
agreed place of the surrender, not an 
Indian was in sight, and they returned 
to th« ' military camp. Steele then agreed 
to go alone and interview’ thew archief. 
That night Steele went through an ex­ 
perience few men have « ml u red. While 
talking to him in pacific t< mis in the 
Chinook jargon they were discussing in 
their own tongue tin- advisability of 
murdering fh« *ir visitor. 
Steele under­ 
stood sufficiently their language to com­ 
prehend his danger, but did not betray 
his knowledge. The chiefs finally decid­ 
ed to spare his life on condition of 1 is 
bringing the commissioners and com­ 
manding officers of th« ' troops to confer 
with them. 
But for the efforts of the brave squaw, 
Wi-ne-ma, war would have broken out 
long before. 
Many times she took the 
weapons from the hands of W’arriors 
bent on the destruction of settlers iu the 
region, and it was she w ho warned the 
officers of the army of the trouble brew­ 
ing. 
Her influence with her people be­ 
gan to wane as their rage against the 
whites increased. 
Then, too, the war­ 
riors began to mistrust her husband. 
Her foo« i was poisoned by Modocs, and 
she was compelled to sleep in s« cret 
places for fear of death from her own 
brothers and relatives for her suspected 
undue liking for white per pie. 
Colonel A. B. Meaeliam, who w as in 
command of the military jxist, was a 
humane man and did all in his power 
to right th« ' wrongs of his dusky wauls. 
This man Wi-ne-ma revered, and when 
the second pcnc<* commissioner was ap­ 
pointed she did all in her power to pre­ 
vent him from attending the council 
with the chiefs. 
Sh*1 grasped his horse 
by the bridle, begging Meaeham and 
Canby not to meet J ack and his band. 
When she found entreaty was in vain, 
the devoted woman mounted her pony 
and rode with the ill fated party to the 
place of meeting. 
The story of that meeting has been 
told many times. 
When M*acham was 
attacked by tin* bloodthirsty Scon« bin, 
Wi-ne-ma threw' herself on the savage 
and begged him to spare the lit« 1 of her 
white friend. Others coming up, Wi-ne- 
ma ran from warrior to warrior, turn­ 
ing aside their weapons. 
At last on * of 
many bullets struck Meaeham senseless, 
and the quick witted squaw turned 
aside the weapon aimed to finish his 
life, with the words, “ Him dead; no 
use shoot.” 
Sconchin tried to scalp 
Meaeham, when Wi-ne-ma grasped the 
knife. 
The enraged buck struck her a 
terrible blow, 
almost knocking her 
senseless. Again the w it of the woman 
can e into play. “ The soldiers are com­ 
ing up!” she cried, and the next mo- 
mei t a detachment of troops did appear. 
Amid curses from the enraged troop* rs, 
a dozen weapons were leveled at tin* 
breast of th*' brave squaw. Looking the 
mounted men straight in th» * face, sin1 
cried: “ No sheot me! I tried to save) 
them !” Then came from th« * ranks the 
words of an enlisted man, “ The man 
who harms her I'll k ill.” 
The same day Wi-ne-ma’s husband, 
Riddle, was riding horseback and was 
shot dead from ambush by a Modoc. 
The body was dragged many miles over 
the trail by flu* frightened horse. When 
the horse stopped, the head and shoul­ 
ders of the eoprse w« ire so horribly mu­ 
tilated that the body was unrecogniza­ 
ble. 
Then the three little children of 
Wi-ne-ma ami Riddle were murdered as 
they slept and their bodies burned in 
the rude fam ily dwelling. 
Wi-ne-ma, , 
under the cover of darkness and eluding 
the hostile members of her race and 
fam ily, made h<*r way across the deso-! 
late lava beds to th« * government post. 
She was sick and broken hearted at the, 
horrible fate of all her family, but she 
nevertheless became the constant and! 
devoted nurse of Colonel Meaeham as 
he lay in the hospital recovering trom 
his six gunshot wounds. 
It was 
11 
weeks before the colonel w as aide to 
l« *ave his bed. 
By that time Wi-ne-ma 
w as almost a helpless invalid. She was 
an important witness for the govern­ 
ment in the trial of Captain J ack and 
his subordinate chiefs for the murder of 
General Canby and other officers, and | 
for this she herself was shot through the 
chest as she sat one evening by a w in­ 
dow at her lonely home. Colonel Meach- I 
am gave the little woman chief liberally j 
from his means, and the soldiers at the 
post saw that she never lack« *d nmdical 
attendance and nursing.—Philadelphia 
Times.

C m lit For Farm er*. 
We have lately given some account of 
the operation of agricultural banks in 
Europe, w hich hav* done very much for 
the farming class by making it possible 
fnr it to stcure loans on such security as 
farmers can offer. 
The farmer is espo- 
cially in need of credit, for the interval 
must always be considerable between 
the pivparatiou <d the soil and th** har­ 
vesting of the crop. 
Ho must spend 
money a long time before he can get 
any back. As to most of his products, ho 
may be said to b** carrying on a busi­ 
ness where fho stock is turned over but 
once a year. 
Furthermore, as a crop 
matures all over the country at the same 
season, and generally within a period of 
a few’ weeks, it is particularly impor­ 
tant t« i the farmer that he should not be 
compelled to realize on his harvests im ­ 
mediately. 
He would break the market 
if he w«*r«* ohlig« *d t« i s« *li all his crops 
as soon as gathered, and yet he must 
sell a good deal, f« « r h«* has boeu under 
expense for months without any income. 
While the farmer more than almost 
any other producer needs credit, he can­ 
not generally offer commercial security, 
and real estate is not a good security for 
ordinary I unks of discount to tak« *, and 
it is unlawful for our national banks to 
accept it. The result is that the farmer 
is usually compelled to s« *ll his prod u ce 
at an unpropitious time or to get credit 
of merchants ami private bankers for 
which usurious rates arc obtained. 
In 
this country then* has been practically 
no **ffort to supply this need for agricul­ 
tural credits, although tin* brokers and 
private bankers and factors w ho have 
made a practice of lending to farmers 
have made a gm if deal of money out of 
it, for th« « absence of competition **n- 
ables them to get a high rate for money, 
and tin* farmer pretty generally pays his 
d« *bts. 
It is singular that in our own country 
no effort lias b« *en made to afford agri­ 
culture in general the capital it needs 
for th« * improving of laud ami tor carry­ 
ing on farm operations during th« * long 
intervals between the annual marketing 
of crops. The changed conditions of tin* 
times make it imperative that farming 
must b« ‘ conducted upon more sci« *ntific 
principles so as t«> g*‘t out of the land 
more than it has heretofore produced, 
and that necessity leaves no alternative 
but either to afford th farmer enlarged 
credit facilities or to l« *ave the pres<*nfc 
landholders to be frozen out by insolv­ 
ency, with the result of transferring this 
industry to a class poss« 'ssing ampler 
means and able to cultivate larger farms 
upon improved methods.—J ournal of 
Commerce and Coinnmrciul Bulletin.
